seaworthy 
battleships.

TEXAS UNIVERSITY 
PLACED ON PROBATION 
BY COLLEGE BODY 


CHAIRMAN OF BOARD OF 
REGENTS SAID CONDITIONS 
NEVER BETTER

Dudley K. Woodward, Jr.. chair- 


man of (he University of 
Texas 


Board 
of Regents, 
commenting 


Monday on thn school being placed 
on probation by the Southern As- 
sociation of colleges and secondary 
schols, said "conditions at 
the 


University, from 
the standpoint 


of teaching, scholarship, and 
re- 


search, vr»rc never more favorable 
than at this time," 


The executive committee of the 


association announced 
yesterday 


in Memphis. Tenn., that the Uni- 
versity had been placed on proba- 
tion. 


Dr. T. S. Painter, acting presi- 


dent of the University, said proba- 
tion does not "invalidate credit for 
any work done at the University," 


Woodward said he would make 


no formal statement on the Asso- 
ciations action until he had 
"an 


opportunity to examine the text of 
the Association's notification." 


"In the meantime I want to as- 


sure the people of Texas that con- 
ditions nt the- Unlversltyt 
from 


the standpoint of teaching, scholar- 
ship, and research, 
were 
never 


more favorable than at this time", 
he added. 


Dr. C. O. Terrell, Fort Worth Re- 


gent, said he did not believe there 
would be any academic repercus- 
sions at the University as a result 
of the probation. 


Position Justifiable. 


He declared 
he does not feel 


that the rules of tenure have been 
violated and that the "regents' po- 
sition has been tenable and justifi- 
able all along." 


Register E. J. Mathews of the 


University said it "Is not antici- 
pated that the action x x x will 
result in invalidation of credits for 
work done at the University." He 
added that the, association, ^merely 
'set up principles and standards for 
Its membr shools and "when It con- 
siders that any institution is not 
complying with 
those 
principles 


and standards Its conatllutmo pro- 
vides that the institution be placed 
on probation, be suspended or be 
dropped from membership x x ." 


He declared "so far a,s the In- 


formation we have received re- 
veals, the grounds on which the 
Southern Association acted were 
purely administrative, and reflect 
no discredit on the quality.of in- 
struction herft nt the University." 


Committee Investigation 


Tho Association' sactlon follow- 


ed the recommendation of a spec- 
ial committee which last January 
Investigated a controversy 'involv- 
ing academic freedom and tenure 
between the University 
Regents 


and formor President Homer 
P. 


Rainey. The controversy culminat- 
ed in Ramey's dismissal last No- 
vember.

E. J. Mthewa said today it "la not 
anticipated that the action of the 
Southern Association 
of Colleges 


and Secondary Schools in placing 
the University of Texas on proba- 
tion will result in invalidation of 
credits for work done at Uie univer- 
sity. 


In a formal statement Matthews 
added; 


"The association merely sets 'dp 


principles and standards for its 
member schools and when it con- 
siders that any Institution Is not 
complying with 
those 
principles 


and standards Its constitution pro- 
vides that the institution be plac- 
ed on probation, be suspended, or 
bo dropped from membership, de- 
pending on the flagrancy of the 
violation," Mr. Mathews explained. 


"Technically, 
then, 
another 


merber school might refuse to ac- 
cept for admission 
credits 
that 


students have acquired at the pen- 
alized institution. 


Set Own HtitndardH 


"In 
actual 
practice, 
however, 


each institution sets its own stand- 
ards for admission of its students, 
and few refuse to admit students 
whose quality of work is satisfac- 
tory 


"The University of Texas, for ex- 


ample, has through the years con- 
sistently accepted students from 
Inatltutions on probation or under 
temporary suspension. 


"Certainly It would be unfair to 


penalize any student who wished 
to transfer credits for work done 
prior to the time the university was 
placed on probation.

SURPRISE MASS RAID

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EIGHTY THOUSAND GER 
MANS ARRESTED AND 
EVERY HOME J

FRANKFURT ON THE MAIN, 


July 23.—(/?}— Half a million Amer- 
ican troops arrested upwards of 
80,000 persons and searched every 
single house In the American oc- 
cupation zone of Germany over the 
week-end, it was disclosed today. 


It was perhaps the greatest mass 


raid In history. 


The Americana were seeking wea- 


pons, ammunition and loot. 
Many 


of those' taken into custody were 
members of the C. C., hunted as 
war criminals. 


The 
1,000,000 Germans in 
the 


American zone were caught com- 
pletely by surprise and. were be- 
wildered and scared, but 
offered 


not the slightest opposition. 


Brig. Gen. Edwin L. Sibert of 


Vineyard Haven, Mass., head of the 
G-2 division of U. S. forces in the 
European theatre, lifted censorship 
on the raid today. 
He said that 


although orders for the raid were 
issued three weeks ago, perfect 
security was maintained and not 
a word leaked out. 


One Shot To Death. 


Only two Germans tried to efl- 


cape the search, he said, and at 
least one was shot to death. 


Sibert said a considerable num- 


ber of guna, ammunition and loot 
such as Amurlcnn uniforms, K-ra- 
tlons, gasoline and vehicles were 
uncovered, but that there was no 
sign of an organized German un- 
derground.1 


A lot of S. S. men—many posing 


as discharged Wehrmacht prison- 
ers of war—were rounded up, 
he 


said. Details as to the exact num- 
ber and identification of any lead- 
ers among them were not imme- 
diately revealed. 


In American Uniforms. 


Tha general said some of the 


persona arrested, Ver* in American 
uniforms. 
These declared 
i.hal 


they had no other cldthlrtg. Moat 
of those taken Into custody, how7 
ever, were booked for irregulari- 
ties In Identification 
papers, 
he 


said. 


With "tallyho" as a code word, 


the American soldiers struck 
at 


daylight Saturday. 
They stopped 


every vehicle, including U, S. army 
jeeps, checked the papers of ci- 
vilians 
and 
soldiers 
and 
swept 


through every German house from 
cellar to attic.

The superstructure was 
knocked off the Nagato, one of 
the Emperor's two remaining bat- 
tleships, last Wednesday when BOO 
carrier planes nosed down on Yo- 
kosuka naval base and camouflag- 
ed warships lying offshore in To- 
kyo Bay. 


This was part of a combined 1,600 


plane American and British qar- 
rier attack. The allle* swept over 
90 miles of the Tokyo area, de- 
stroying or damaging 4B surface 
craft, 110 plane*', six locomotives 
and all types of ground Installa- 
tions.

big raid of Liberators which clumped tons of bombs on the 
Japanese base and shipping in the harbor of Japan's Pn- 
ramushio Island was led by Major Robert Spear of Eu- 
gene. Oregon, one of the best-known Aleutian bomber 
pilots, with Capt. Wm. E. McDonald and others partici- 
pating 
Capt McDonald returned to Hous- 


ton in August. 1943, after a year In 
the Aleutians and other Alaskan 
outposta with 60 combat missions 
to his credit. The fighting In Guad- 
alcanal may have been tough, he 
stated, but it could hardly have 
been worse than

where the United

Most of Capt. McDonald's mis-

Strafing at ground level was al- 
most commonplace, he stated. The 
heavy gun emplacements had to 
hn knocked out by low flying, and 
Japs In theli foxholes had to bo 
strafed out with machine guns.

given by Capt. McDonald who took 
part in the final chapter of tho 
capture of Attu. He said his fly- 
Ing squadron was assigned the mis- 
sion of keeping the Japs' heads in

foot cliffs surrounding the harbor 
In their last squeeze.

"Many of these prepa- 
rations are merely useless, others 
are decidedly dangerous. 
In the 


former category are some that were 
popular several years ago but which 
have been superseded by more ef- 
ficient medicines; in the latter cat- 
egory are drugs that have always 
been known to be dangerous, or 
that have recently been recognized 
as dangerous. 


"Simply because your doctor rec- 


ommended a medicinal product to 
you five years ago Is no assurance 
that he would recommend It to you 
today, for progress In medicine and 
pharmacology have been so great 
in recent years that many formerly 
esteemed medicines have been ren- 
dered obsolete by the development 
of new, more effective and safer 
drugs."
